CRUISER NEWARK 
IS COMPLETED AND 


Has a Modern Armament and Steel 
Protection and Is Built for Speed 
and Power. 


Norfolk, Va., May 21.—[{Special.}—At last 
the Newark is in commission. At 2 o’clock 
today a portion of the crew was placed, 
on board and the ship wap Ncensed to sail 
and fight. 

It has what might be called an assorted 
crew. Twenty men and marines are from 
Boston; others were recruited in Chicago, 
and still others are Michigan Naval Re- 
serves. 

The changes and repairs on the cruiser 
have consumed nearly two years, but it will 
leave the yard a modern ship with modern 
armament, worth all it eost and more. 

The coal and stores will now be taken on 
and within a few days the ship will be 
ready for sea. It is possible, however, that 
it may not sail for two weeks. 

The Newark is a protected steel cruiser, 
twin screw, commissioned in 1891: length, 
812.8 feet; breadth, 49 feet 2 inches; draft, 
19 feet; displacement, 4,008 tons; and speed, 
19 knots. The main battery consists of 
twelve six-inch breech loading rifles; the 
secondary battery has four six-pound rapid 
fire guns, four 87 millimeter Hotchkiss. re- 
volving cannon, and four gatlings, :

VOTE AGAINST COUNCIL PLAN. 


Teachers’ Club Says Grade Workers 
Have Too Little Representation— 
Commission Is Criticised. 


Because they were dissatisfied with the 
representation given to grade teachers in 
the formation of councils under plans re- 
cently adopted to that end, the members of 
the Chicago Teachers’ club yesterday after- 
noon goted to withdraw their approval of the 
council scheme. 

The club sent a protest to the central coun- 
cil for consideration at the meeting of that 
body on Friday, but the communication was 
| placed on file. The club members say the 

constitution of the councils does not give 
the grade teachers representation in pro- 
portion to their numbers. The resolution as 
adopted by the Teachers’ club declared that 
the elub would withdraw from the council 
unless the basis of representation was 
changed. Before its presentation to the 
central council, however, the reference to 
withdrawal was erased because of the fact 
that the Teachers’ club, being an integral 
part of the council scheme, cannot withdraw 
from it. Therefore the withdrawal of the 
club’s approval of the plan was decided to be 
as far as the club could go. 

The question of fads in the public schools 
was discussed. None of the members agreed 
on the constitution of a fad other than it 
popularly referred to such studies as mu- 
sic, drawing, physical culture, and cooking. 
The club indorsed in a resolution the teach- 
ing of these subjects as taught in the schools 
at present. They objected to any plan 
which might tend to produce competition be- 
tween schools. 

The resolution, as adopted, follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Chicago 
Teachers’ club that we heartily indorse the teach- 
ing of music, drawing, and physical culture in 
the Chicago public schools for the purpose of the 
symmetrical educational development of the chil- 
dren, but that we deprecate any comparison be- 
tween schools on these subjects. ‘ 

A committee was appointed to prepare a 
report on the question, Are the high 
| schools being conducted to the disadvantage 
of the grammar schools?” The committee 

consists of Mrs. Julia Hargrave, Miss Eliza- 
beth McKillop, Miss Catherine Goggin, Miss 
Mary I, Marshall, and Mrs, Isadore T. Day- 
ton. 

With the Educational commission's ap- 
propriation of $5,000 almost exhausted, and 
with no tangible results as yet in sight, 
Mayor Harrison and some of the members 
are beginning to show their disappointment 
at its apparent failure to accomplish the ob- 
ject for which it wag appointed. Chairman 
Harper has announced that no report will 
be made until Christmas. 

Alderman Duddleston is one of the mem- 
bers who is dissatisfied with the progress 
made. Mayor Harrison, too; wants the com- 
mission to report before the opening of the 
new school year on July 1. 

The commission will hold fts next session 

at Kinsley’s on Tuesday evening. Alder- 
man Duddleston then will introduce a reso- 
lution calling for a report before July 1, 
and if this is not adopted, the City Council 
will be asked to rescind the authority grant- 
ed to make the inquiry.

services of May 29. The resolutions were

McGiffert Crops Up. 


The McGiffert case showed its head in the 


proceedings of the Presbyterian General As- 


sembly this morning. 

It was reported to the assembly by the 
Committee of Bills and Overtures and again 
referred to that committee for recommenda- 
tion. This will defer its reappearance until 
Tuesday or Wednesday of next week. On 
the aul there is much speculation upon 
what action will be taken. The general 
comment is superficial and no one will 
venture an opinion. 

Important as the charges against Dr. 
McGiffert are, the assembly is by no means 
prepared to vote upon his dismissal from 
the church were such a thing possible. It 
seems likely, therefore, that there will be 
but little general debate upon the report of 
the committee, which will doubtless be a 
recommendation that the matter be referred 
to the New York Presbytery for considera- 
tion, and the whole question may possibly 
be dismissed as a mere formality. 

There is scant dissent to the general senti- 
ment that McGiffert has overturned the 
fundamental theories of the church, ag has 
been charged, and the feeling is pretty gen- 
eral that he should at once be compelled to 
withdraw, but heresy trials aré difficult and 
but few men in the church feel able at pres- 
ent to combat the strong defense which 
would be doubtless made. 


Case of the Princeton Inn. 


It would seem, therefore, that in respect 
to the time of debate occupied by it the Me- 
Giffert controversy was destined to take sec- 
ond place to that of the Princeton Inn. 
There are half a dozen men at least who 
will insist upon speaking against this insti- 
tution. They have already displayed that 
feeling, and are exceedingly bitter against 
what they term 28 a disgrace to the Presby- 
terian Church.“ 

The defense has not yet shown itself, but 
a meeting of the Princeton alumni has been 
arranged for, and either out of their ranks 
or from those of the more tolerant sort 
among the commissioners Dr. Patton will 
doubtless find supporters. 

A resolution was introduced at the close 
of the session from the camp of the tem- 
perance advocates, where the opposition to 
the Princeton Inn is being hatched and 
reared, requesting the President to forbid 
the sale of lmuor to the army and to dis- 
pense with the camp canteen.

Maybury Ran at Cambriége, in

Michigan has protested the ee 
H. Maybury of Wisconsin for the Western 
intercollegiate meet. Maybury came to Chi- 
cago yesterday, as soon as he learned of 
Michigan's action, and was at the C. A. A. 
all the afternoon, leaving for Madison at 8 
o'clock after discussing his case with G. 
A. Waldo, Wisconsin's representative on 
the college alumni board, and with the C. A. 
A. officials. The protest is made by J. P. 
MeMurrich, who makes affidavit that he is 
informed that in 1898 Maybury under the 
name of John Graham competed in a pro- 
fessional race at Cambridge, III., for a purse 
of $150. The affidavit is unsigned. 

The Western champion sprinter said he 
had never been at Cambridge, and had not 
even heard of the place. In 1893 Maybury 
was in Minnesota, and did not visit Illinois, 

Michigan also sends for consideration 
typewritten copies of a number of newspaper 
clippings, giving details of races run by May-~- 
| bury, which are said to have been profession- 
al and which were thrown out hunt year as 
insufficient evidence. 

Maybury was indignant at Michigan’ 8 ac- 
tion, and attributed it to the Hl-feeling ex- 
isting between the two schools. The Wis- 
consin sprinter says he is willing and anxious 
to have the documents submitted to a fair- 
minded committee, but he is afraid of the 
present intercollegiate board, asserting 
there is a clique within the committee, con- 
sisting of Raycroft of Chicago, Holbrook of 
Stanford, and Jameson of Michigan, with 
one or two others, who, he fears, will be 
‘prejudiced against him, and he is afraid to 
have the evidences considered by prejudiced 
men, believing he will not receive just. con- 
sideration at their hands. 

Another protest made by Michigan is 
against Henry Cochems, the Wisconsin 
weight man. McLean, the ne Michigan hurdler, 
makes affidavit that in 1895 Cochems partici+ 
pated in some Caledonian games at Menom- 
onde and Marinette, Wis., under an assumed 
name with professionals. McLean says 
there were two sets of events under the same 
management and on the same grounds, one 
for amateurs, the other for professionals, 
He says he contested in the amateur class 
and Cochems as a pro.“ He also makes 
affidavit that he knows Cochems personally, 
and is positive as to his identity at the two 
meets mentioned. 

The protest in Maybury’s case may lead to 
complications between the colleges and the 
A. A. U. William Hale Thompson, chair- 
man of the C. A. A. Athletic committee, had 
a long conference with Maybury at the C, 
A. A. yesterday afternoon, and the matter 
was thoroughly canvassed. The A. A. U. 
will sustain Maybury.

The absolute necessity of observing se- 
crecy in all naval movements is by no means 
the only lesson which so far has been im- 
pressed on the English Admiralty by the 
Operations of the present war. While the 
excellence of American gunmery is on all 
hands admitted, English naval experts are 
not convinced that the necessary high 
standard of English marksmanship is being 
kept up in the home navy. 

The navy returne have been called for in 
Parliament, and the avaliable records of re- 
cent gunnery practice at sea have been ex- 
amined with results that cannot be called 
satisfactory. Whether the poor showing 
is caused by defects of training or misplaced 
economy in expending ammunition does not 
appear. But one thing certain is that for 
the next few months the energies of of- 


ficiale will be more directed to the accurate 
training of the men they have now got 
than to laying down vessels for the future.

Count von Radowitz, the German Ambas- 
sador at Madrid, sent a report this week to 
the German Foreign Office on the political 
situation in Spain.

Although there is not yet a real famine 
in Germany, bread and grain prices are still 
rising, especially in south Germany, where 
the price of bread is 60 per cent above the 
rate that prevailed in January last. The 
Liberals and Socialists claim that this con- 
dition of affairs is the result of agrarianism, 
and blame the government for not reducing 
the import duty on grain. 
Some papers urge that maize should be 
used more largely, but the Socialist press 
condemns this, and declares that maize is 

unhealthful and unfit for human beings. 
They express the hope that all German work- 
ers will refuse to buy maize bread. 


Emperor’s Speech Criticised. 

The speech of Emperor William at the 
closing of the Prussian Diet last Wednes- 
day, in which he praiSed the Prussian state 
railroad system; has been sharply criticised 
on all sides. Even the semi-official papers 
say the speech has met with contradiction 
and amazement everywhere. 

The Foreign office incumbents say they 
have received no information in regard to 
the repeated stories of troubles in Samoa, 
and they do not credit them. 

The Prussian government has issued a new 
decree urging the provincial authorities to 
pay the strictest attention to the inspection 


ing the alleged frequent recurrence of 
cases of trichinosis. It is pointed out that 
64 cases of trichinosis occurred in a single 
Auburb of Berlin, and that 127 cases have 
been discovered within six months in the 
district of Stettin. 

Andrew D. White, the United States Am- 
baseador, gave a dinner last Wednesday in 
honor of Rector Schmoller of the Berlin 
University.

Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria has 
conferred the Grand Cross of the Order of 
St. Stephen on the Crown Prince Frederick 
William of Germany as a mark of favor in 
connection with the Prince receiving the sac- 
yament of confirmation, which ceremony is 
to take place tomorrow in Potsdam. Prince 
Etftel-Fritz, the second son of Emperor Will- 
iam, is also to be confirmed on that occasion.

LAND IS BOUGHT FOR YARDS. 


Tendency Is to Charge a Two-Cent 
Rate on Troops. 


HEAVY EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS. 


Arrangements have been completed for 
the immediate construction of a new road 
from Cummings (South Chicago) to Hege~- 
wisch, a distance of four miles. It is to be 
built and operated jointly by the Michigan 
Central, Pennsylvania, and Rock Island 
roads, and will be known as the Calumet 
Western railroad. 

The object is to providea connecting link 
between the three roads named, the South 
Chicago and Southern and the’ Calumet 
River railroads. It will be reached by the 
Chicago, Hammiond and Western over the 
Michigan Central The right of way varies 
in width from sixty-six to 100 feet. A large 
tract of land has also been bought for yards, 
elevators, etc. The land extends from the 
right of way to the Calumet River, and west 
to the Western Indiana railroad. The new 
line will be useful not only for the purposes 
for which it is projected, but as a part of the 
network of roads serving South Chicago 
and connecting with the Chicago, Hammand 
— Western and the Western Indlana belt 

es. 


Troop Transportation Rates. 

D. Wishart, formerly General Passenger 
Agent of the St. Louis and San Francisco 
road, has been appointed by the Southern 
and Southeastern lines as joint agent to 
look after their interests in the transporta- 
tion of troops in the St. Louls gateway. 
These roads continue to charge the govern- 
ment two cents a mile per capita, although it 
is admitted that the rate is exorbitant. The 
Eastern trunk lines want one and one-half 
cents and the Western roads but one cent a 
mile. The efforts made by the Quarter- 
master General to get the roads to agree on 
a uniform rate of one cent have failed, and 
there seems to be a desire on the part of the 
leading roads to establish a two-cent rate. 
The government, however, can prevent a 
combination of roads by giving all its busi- 
— to the few lines which are inclined to 

Last week was a record-breaker for east- 
bound shipments of dead freight from Chi- 
cago. According to the Board of Trade 
statistics, the ten east-bound roads carried 
102,433 tons, against 97,332 tons for the 
previous week and 48,057 for the correspond- 
ing week last year. Lake lines also did well. 
carrying 130,847 tons, against 137,696 tons 
for the week before. The present heavy 
movement of freight is due to the announce- 
ment that the rates will be advanced on May 
80 both by the railroad and the lake lines. 
Shippers seem to be anxious to take advan- 
tage of the existing low rates and are hurry 
ing freight forward.

“In looking over the past work of this 
organization — deem to be two lines 
that have been particularly successful. The 
first is the formation of other organizations 


to do special work, and which are now able 


to take care of themselves and are accom- 
plishing the results hoped for. Of these or- 
ganizations are the Bureay of Associated 
Charities, Penny Savings 8 and Va- 
cation Schools. 

“The second line of work referred to is 
the calling together of other clubs and or- 
ganizations interested in civic reform, and, 
through confederation, securing results 
which either association — 2 Sr or all work- 
ing separately, could hardly have accom- 
plished, 


Importance of the Election. 


„Perhaps all do not understand the im- 
portance of this fall’s election. Among the 
officers to be elected are members of Con- 
gress, State Representatives and Senators, 
County Commissioners and President of the 
board, Sheriff, Treasurer, and County Clerk, 
Superior Court Judges, Probate Judge, Coun- 
ty Judge, Revenue Commissioners, Revenue 
Board of Review, and clerks of the courts. 
As there Is no overshadowing national ques- 
tion before the people at this election voters 
cannot be relied upon to vote their straight 
party tickets, irrespective of the fitness of 
candidates. It is hoped that an enlightened 
party management will cause the nomina- 


tion of candidates of such character and 


ability as will entitle them to the support of 
all good citizens. The fact that the State 
Senators to be elected this fall will partici- 
pate in the choice of the next United States 
Senator ought to help in securing candidates 
who, so far as their personality is concerned, 
will at least deserve election. If the voters 
desire fit nominees they must attend the pri- 
maries. 

The question of the duration of and prop- 
er compensation for street railway fran- 
chises is one in which the federation has 
taken an earnest inttrest. The existing con- 
ditions of government in our large cities are 
distinctly opposed to municipal operation of 
these railways. 


Favors Private Ownership. 


“ Private ownership with license to use the 
streets for a sufficiently long period to ren- 
der thé employment of private capital in 
these enterprises safe and profitable, with a 
reservation to the city of a fair share of the 
profits of the business or of the gross re- 
ceipts for the use of its streets, seems, on 
the whole, the best solution of the street 
railway problem. 

“The past history of our tina railway 
corporations seems to me to prove that 
twenty years is a sufficiently long period of 
license and fixed fare to afford a fair induce- 
ment for capital to make these investments. 

“A committee of prominent citizens has 
been selected by the street car interests to 
ascertain what will be a fair compensation 
for their franchises. While its findings can 
have no binding force, and it would not be 
safe in advance.to agree to accept its recom- 
mendations, the character of the members 
of the committee is such that, if they all ac- 
cept the trust and carefully consider the 
subject, giving a chance for all sides to be 
heard, their combined opinion will be en- 
titled to and will no doubt have great weight 
in this community.“

“TI cannot be credited with saying any- 
thing too strong in condemnation of cigaret 
smoking, and if the majority of rejections 
for enlistment is due to this cause I am rot 
surprised. To my mind nothing will make 
a weakling out of a man so quickly as the 
cigaret. It is without question the most 
deleterious manner in which tobacco can 
be used. Aside from the paper, the smoke 
of which is injurious, I am told that many 
brands are fixed up with different drugs, 
opium among others, although I am inclined 
to doubt this, because opium is much too 
expensive to be used for any such purpose. 
The danger from cigaret smoking is in the 


inhalation of the smoke, because of the enor- | 


mously increased absorbing surface, with 
which the smoke comes in contact, and from 
the direct irritating effect upon the bronchial 
tubes. So far as the bicycle is concerned, I 
have nothing to say against its use. I have 
not come in contact with any cases where 
there have been Ill results from this exer- 
cise, and those I have known of were invari- 
ably caused by imprudent riding. I do not 
think that the examining surgeons rejectcd

“The greatest blessings sometimes be- 
come curses. Bicycling is splendid exercise 
if taken in moderation. If pursued to excess, 
however, the heart is apt to be strained and 
weakened, and this would afford ample rea- 
son for rejecting a man who had applied for 
enlistment. People who ride fast and fu 
ously assume an unnatural position an 
thereby cramp the contents of the chest. 
This should be stopped. I do not see any- 
thing particularly objectionable in a cigaret, 
provided people do not smoke too many of 
them. It is bad, of course, to keep sucking 
at them all day long as some do, and they 
suffer from it, of course, just as they would 
if they were misusing any other narcotic.

The point in bicycle riding is not so much 
the harm from the riding itself as from the 


fact that it is carried to excess by young | 


men who strive to outdo one another in the 
number of miles they ride per day. Bicycle 
riding in moderation is a benefit, and, when 
carried to excess, is certainly harmful. An 
indirect way in which: bicycle riding does 
great harm is that it leads to excess in meat 
eating and beer drinking at a time when the 
individual has exercised hard and perspired 


freely. Dr. E. L. Keyes of New York has | 


shown that when a person of gouty tenden- 
cies exercises hard, perspires freely, and 
then immediately eats freely of meat and 
drinks beer or malt liquors there is a 


tendency to formation of stone in the kid- 
‘neys.° In my oon experience I have seen at 


least one case of precisely this nature from 
these causes. Then it is also known that 
bicycle riding carried to excess leads to en- 
largement of the heart, and this certainly 
would unfit a man to pass the medical exam- 
ination prescribed by the United States au- 
thorities. I am not an alarmist on the sub- 
ject. however, because this form of exercise 
is in the main beneficial to the majority who 
do not overdo it. I am rather skeptical 
about the so-called evil effects of cigaret 
smoking, except in the case of young boys, in 
whom it is merely nicotine poisoning. A 
pipe of tobacco or a cigar would be worse. so 
that I ‘cannot conscientiously condemn the 


use of the cigaret, particularly since the 


analyses of skillful and reputable chemists 
have found no poison other than nicotine, 
and the stories about insanity and nervous 
diseases on investigation have not been 
found to be trustworthy.”

SHADOW OF THE HOODOO OVER SIR HENRY IRVING.

Last week the cables brought the news to this country that 
Sir Henry Irving, after occupying a seemingly impregnable posi- 
tion at the head of the London dramatic world for a score of 
years, is rapidly succumbing to his ambitious rivals. His last 
season, it is said, has been only a succession of failures, and the 
London Lyceum, which in its days of prosperity has attracted the 
most brilliant audiences in the English capital, hAslost so much of 
its popularity that the great gatherings of past years have dwin- 
dled to a scattered few. On the heels of this story of misfortune 
comes the information that Miss Ellen Terry, whose name 
has been inseparably connected with the successes of Sir 

Henry. is about to go over to the enemy. Other influ- 

ences are at work to dim the future of the man who 
has done more than any other living actor, pe 


when considered separately, but formidable in their aggregate. 
Indiscreet utterances, charged against Sir Henry from time to 
time, alienated the London critics who had always been his most 
zealous sponsors, and the London papers grew apathetic in his 
support. An accident which he suffered during the rehearsals of 
„Peter the Great’’ necessitated the postponement of that pro- 

‘duction for many weeks. One after the other Cymbeline,” 
„Mme. Sans-Gene,“ and “Peter the Great all but failed before 
London audiences, although the newspapers were loath to record 
the fact. Then a disastrous fire totally ruined the elaborate scen- 
ery and properties of his most successful productions. In the 
meantime Mr. Beerbohm Tree’s production of Julius Cesar” 
at Her Majesty’s Theater became the reigning sensation in Lon- 
don, and enticed te that playhouse the aypporters of the Lyceum. 

“Lastly comes the secession of Miss Terry, which leaves Sir Henry 

without a leading actress of note at a timp when it is dimcult to 
find another adequate to the place she has so long occupied. The 
failure of the plays has had its influence on the actor’s purse, it 
is said, and all combined leave Sir Henry n an extremely un- 
enviable position. 

Therefore, the prophecy seems reasonable that Sir Henry, 
loaded with the honors which his genius has won, bearing a 
title from the English throne almost unknown before in his pro- 
fession, honored by the academic degrees which great universi- 
ties have bestowed upon him as a mark of his intellectual great- 
ness, has severe trials in store for him. His productions at the Ly- 
ceum have been lavish, and made regardless of cost, and, it is said, 
that he is not an excessively rich man. His rival. Mr. Beerbohm 
Tree, is pressing resolutely into the position which the Lyceum 
has occupied. A fickle public which is as quick to forget as itis | 
to honor is showing signs of deserting him. Must it be said that 
the history of the stage is again to repeat itself, and that the 
genius of Sir Henry, like that of the rest, is only transitory? 2 

It has been a little more than three years since Sir Henry, 
then plain Henry Irving, appeared in Chicago with Miss Terry. 
Their engagement was at the Columbia, where packed houses 
witnessed his newest plays, King Arthur,” A Veteran of Wa- 
terloo,” and revivals of The Merchant of Venice,” The 
Lyons Mail,” The Bells,“ and Louis XI.“ They have ap- 
peared in Chicago on three other occasions, twice at the Colum- 
7 and once at McVicker’s. It is interesting in this connection 
to recall the fact that Miss Terry dedicated the Columbia, and 
played the first engagement at the theater under its present 


The enemy in this case 1 Mr Bee#botiin Tree, for years the 
adroit manager of the London Haymarket, and later of Her Maj- 
esty’s Theater, an actor whoisa master of the art of makeup and 
character impersonation, although he has never equaled Sir 
Henry in the genius of theatrical production. For years he has 
been Sir Henry’s acknowledged rival, and at last his persistent 
endeavors seem to be crowned with success, for with the beg:n- 
ning of next season Miss Terry is to-join his forces in the char- 
acter of Constance in the projected elaborate production of 

King John.” An interesting fact in connection with the re- 
ported change is that Miss Marion Terry. a sister of Miss Ellen 
Terry, is also a member of his company, and now the two are 
likely to appear together on one stage for the first time in their 
careers. 

Stage people are notoriously superstitious, and it may be that 
the hoodoo” which is the persisterft bogey man of all actors 
has finally settled on the trail of Sir Henry. Superstition has it 
that this hoodoo begins its work when an actor changes his name. 
If this is true Sir Henry has twice made himself its 
shining mark. The first time was when, a few years 
ago, he took legal steps to change his name from 
John Broadrib, by which he was baptized, to Henry 
Irving, which he assumed when-he first went on the stage. The 
second time was when, in recognition of his genius, Queen Vic- 
toria accorded him the high honor of Knighthood, and made him 
Sir Henry Irving. The ceremony took place scarcely two years 
ago, and at the time no menacing clouds were visible in his 
future. 7

ST what did the Rev. Dr. Arthur Cush- 
man McGiffert say in his book en- 
titled *‘ A History of Christianity in the 
Apostolic Age that has aroused his 
fellow Presbyterians of the Bast to 

brand Him as a heretic and his book as a 
scandal? 

This is a question which has been upper- 
most in the minds of many who are inter- 


ested in theological discussion ever since the 


first hue and cry was raised against the book, 
and one which comparatively few have had 
opportunity to answer by a perusal of the 
work. 
In an overture to the General Assembly of 


the Presbyterian Church of America con- 


cerning the book the Pittsburg Presbytery 
has thrown down a gage of battle, which, in 
all probability, will result in a general con- 
troversial warfare between the conserva- 
tive or ultra-orthodox and the more liberal 
elements in the Presbyterian Church. Al- 


| ‘though the subject has not yet been reached 


in the order of business of the assembly now 
in session at Warsaw, Ind., the delegates 
forming that body are already discussing 
what has become known as the McGiffert 
case and preparing for the display of 
oratory and combative power debaters are 
expected to make when the overture comes 
up for action. 4 
Calls Book a Scandal. 
This overture, adopted at Pittsburg, Pa., 
on May 3, was framed by the Rev. Dr. Dun- 
lop Moore, and attacks Dr. McGiffert's book 
as an ominous scandal.” It says. 
similar things about Dr. McGiffert’s schol- 
arly effort, against which the chief com- 
plaints are that the book treats of the Lord’s 
Supper as unsacfamental and unsynibolic 
and that it questions the inspired character 
of certain New Testament writings. . Ks 
Even before this overture was adopted, 
and, in fact, ever since the book came from 
the press, prophecies have been frequent 
that the great heresy trial in which Dr. 
Charles A. Briggs was defendant would be 
duplicated in the case of Dr. McGiffert. The 
fact the latter is the professor of church his- 
tory in Union Theological Seminary, New 
York, where Dr. Briggs held the chair of 
biblical theology, has added to the general 
interest in the matter, for it has been ap- 
parent from the first because of this coin- 
cidence that in case of open conflict over the 
issue the same forces that were pitted 
against each other in the Briggs trial in all 
probability will form the opposing lines when 


| the McGiffert case comes to a hearing. 


Whatever may be the outcome of the pub- 
lication of his views, it is apparent from read- 
ing its pages that the teacher-author, in 
writing this work on the most interesting 
and most obscure period in the history of the 
Christian era, did not invite controversy. 
Nowhere does he directly antagonize the 
views of another; nowhere does he offer any 
apology for his own. ' 


Author States His Purpose. 


His animus in the task to which he devoted 
himgelf earnestly, applying to it the princi- 
ples of historical researoh acquired through 
long study and which he inculcated in his 
work in the classroom is expressed in the 
preface of his book, as follows: 

It has been my endeavor in writing a 
history of Christianity in the apostolic age 
to treat the theme as a unit and to trace the 
development so far as possible in its total- 
ity. The volume necessarily contains much 
that falls properly within the province of 
special works upon New Testament Ht- 
erature, exegesis, or theo for the apos- 
tolic age is the age of the New Testament, 
and in the pages of the latter are found the 
thoughts and deeds of the leading actors 
in the history. But it has been my constant 


alm to subordinate all such special subjects 


to the common end, and to deal with them 
only in so far as they constitute a vital part 
of the larger whole. .This aim, I hope, will 
serve to explain the arrangement and to 
some extent the selection of material. At 
the same time, there are some matters, not 
vitally connected with the development as 
a whole, a discussion of which is looked for 
in a work on the apostolic age, and which 
I have not felt at liberty, in view of the 
general purpose of the series of which this 
book forms a part, to neglect alrogether; and 
so in the selection of material I have de- 
parted occasionally from my own ideal. But 
even in such cases the attempt has been 
made to keep the main subject well to the 
fore, and to let it control the entire.freat- 
ent. 

Many of the questions discussed in this 
volume have been the subject of controversy 
for generations, and the most various post- 

‘tions have of course had their champions. 
To state and endeavor to refute all such d- 
vergent views would have been neither prac- 
ticable nor desirable, and the temptation to 
enter into extended controversy which pre- 
‘sented itself at many points has been stren- 
uously resisted. My gim threughout has 
been positive and not negative, constructive 
and not destructive.”’ id 


Treats Subject Historical ly. 


In entire consonance with this declaration 
of his purpose, the author treats his subject 
throughout the book in a straightforward 
manner, and with infrequent digressions into 
the bypaths of historical or theological con- 
troversy. 

Indeed, those who have constituted them- 
selves censors of the publications and utter- 
ances made under the banner of Presbyte- 
rianism seem to have found more to criticise 
in the things that are implied by his manner 
of telling the story of the time of Peter and 
John and Paul than in what Dr. McGiffert 
has told or left untold. With calm assur- 
ance, seen from the opening to the closing 
pages of the book, the author ignores, with- 
out openly attacking them, many theories 
and tenets that for generations and centuries 


have been held to be fundamental and vital 


in the Christian faith. For example, with- 
out saying anywhere that Jesus of Nazareth 
was only human, he carries that inferegce 
throughout his treatment of the lwly 
Nazarene’s life, briefly sketched in the first 
chapter. Illustrations of this may be seen 
in the following sentences, p. 16: 

„An interesting and instructive Incident of 
his boyhood has been preserved which 
throws welcome light upon his religious de- 
velopment and does much to explain his sub- 
sequent career. The incident is recorded in 
Luke II., 44, and following. From that pas- 
sage we learn that already, at the age of 12 
years, Jesus had the conviction that God was 
his father, and that that conviction con- | 
trolled him to such an extent that it seemed 
quite natural and right to him, upon.the.oc- 
casion in question, to allow what he regarded 
as his filial duty to his divine father to take 
precedence of his ordinary duty to his human 
parents.

He had already told them that 
he must die and that his death would de in 
reality a means of blessing to them. He 
now repeated that prophecy and promise in 
vivid and impressive symbol. As the bread 
was broken and the wine poufed out so. must 
his body be broken and his blood shed, ‘but.

What the real reason for so doing was is 
what the oarsmen of America are endeavor- 
ing to determine in order to take some action 
— — to their attitude towards Ten 

yck. 

It has been hinted that Ten Eyck in the 
minds of the Henley committee is a profes- 
sional and the members believed this ever 
since the statement was made that the 
Worcester Boat club, of which both Ten 
Eyck and his father are members, 
had agreed to provide funds for the 
trip to Henley, which, according to the rules 
ee time-honored event, is not permis- 
sible. 

On this side of the water this excuse is 
taken as a poor reason and local oarsmen 
are of the opinion that the Regatta commit- 
tee took advantage of its regatta rules, 
which on the question of entries stated as 
follows: The committees shall have the 
power to refuse or return all or any entry 
up to the time of starting without being 
bound to assign any reason for so doing.“ 

This rule gives them full sway over such 
matters and it is intimated that since young 
Ten Eyck took advantage of the early hours 
to do his training, thereby spoiling the op- 
portunities of the Englishmen to get a line 
on his form until he pulled his scull across 
the line a victor, he was pursuing profes- 
sional principles. 

Together with this considerable feeling 
was aroused against him in England on the 
ground that he attended a dinner at Putney 
after the races, at which all the Thames 
professionals were present. This, coupled 
with several other transactions with pro- 
fessionals while doing his training on the 
Thames, led them evidently to believe that. 
Ten Eyck had the taint of professionalism. 

This side of the story has. led many to 
question, What is a professional oarsman 
and what determines an amateur oars- 
man?’ According to the rules by which 
not only the Amateur Rowing association 
of England and the Canadian Association of 
Amateur Oarsmen, but also the National 
Association of Oarsmen of the United States 
are governed, the definition of an amateur 
oarsman is given as one who does not enter 
in any open competition, or for either a 
stake, public or admission money, or com- 
pete against a professional for any prize; 
who has never taught, pursued, or assisted 
in.the pursuit of athletic exercises as a 
means of livelihood. . 

With this the following rule is specially 
brought to notice, as.it has in its jurisdic- 
tion all that pertains to the qualifications of 
an amateur oarsman: ‘' Whose member- 
ship of any rowing club or any athletic club 
was not brought about or does not continue 
because of any mutual agreement or under- 
standing, expressed or implied, whereby his 
continuing a member of such club would be 
| of any pecuniary benefit to him whatever, 
direct or indirect.“ 

This clause is especially intended to pre- 
vent any so-called amateur oarsman being 
compensated in any manner, such as being 
furnished lucrative employment during his 
time as a member of the club. 

The rest of the rule is the most important 
of all, and, if followed out to the letter, 
would place the ban of professionalism on 
almost every competitor at the Henley 
races, and is as follows: Who has never 
been employed in any occupation involving 
the use of the oar or paddle; who rows for 
pleasure only or recreation and during his 
leisure hours; who does not abandon or 
neglect his usual business or occupation for 
the purpose of-training; and who shall other- 
wise conform with the rules and regulations 
of his association.’’ 

This ruling, if followed out, would no doubt 
disqualify a great number of oarsmen, but | 
from the point of Ten Eyck it may be said 
that as a college youth he undoubtedly took 
adventage of his spare hours and indulged 
in training, not necessarily abandoning 
his school hours for the purposes of boat 
work. On the other hand, a great many of 
the Englishmen who competed at Henley, 
local oarsmen assert, are men who are not 
necessarily men of business, but whose oc- 
cupation consists of spending time with the 
oar, thereby becoming proficient oarsmen. 

Ten Eyck is at present at the University 
of Fennsylvania, where he is pursuing a 
course of study and devoting some of his 
time for training together with the vareity 
crew. 

Some attempt may be made to secure a 
reconsideration of the action of the commit- 
tee, and the proper method of proceeding is 
being discussed. *.

ON THE COURTS. 


Players Prepare for 
an Active Season. 


WRENN AT THE HEAD. 


Wit Hove Many Rha 


PROSPECTS IN THE WEST. 


HE warmer weather that has prevailed 
during the last week or more has 
aroused the interest in tennis that has 
laid dyrmant during the winter months 
and players have lost no time in tak- 
ing advantage of the opportunity afforded 
by the impvovement in the weather t trying 
to get into form for the summer tournamcnts. 
Tennis will start in this year under much 
ter auspices than lagt year, when the 
withdrawal of some of the best players made 
enthusiasts fear fom the prestige of Ameri- 
can players in view of the promised Visit of 
the English cracks. That these fears were 
~ill-grounded was proved later when the Eng- 
lishmen went home leaving the highest ten- 
mis honors behind them. This year it is 
likély all the cracks of last year will be seen 
again in the game competing for champlon- 
ship honors, while the new men who sprang 
into prominence during thé year that is past 
will certainly show sufficient improvement 
in form and skill to make the veterans look 
to their laurels. | 
Of course, the greatest interest will attach 
to the national championship tournament 
that is scheduled for Newport, Aug. 16, and 
all the tournaments up to that time will be of 
interest chiefly on account of the possible 
bearing they may have upon the national 
event. The fixtures for the year are numerous 
and cover wide enough range so that every 
player of promise will have abundant oppor- 


players. 
Wrenn’s Chances Good. 

For the national championship R. D. 
Wrenn, if he plays again this year, as his 
friends hope he will, should have the best 
chance on account of his experience as well 
as on account of the exceptionally high order 
of game he plays. Wrenn is the only man 
in the tennis history of this country who 
has regained the highest title after losing it 
one year. A brilliant, steady player, he has 
the ability to pull a match out of the hole 
when the chances are seemingly 100 to 1 
against him. He does not know what it is 
to be defeated, and never gives up until the 
last point in the last set is decided against 
him. 3 

In fact it is due to his bulldog grit no less 
than to his skill in wielding the racket that 
Wrenn stands in the tennis world where he 
does.“ He takes advantage of his opponent's 
weaknesses in a marvelous way and plays a 
careful, studious game that is, to say the 
least, distressing to the man playing on the 
other side of the net. 

Next to Wrenn, Larned stands preéminent 
in tennis, especially since the withdrawal of 
Carr Neel, Western champion of two years 
ago. Larned is the most striking figure in 
the tennis field today. He probably is the 
most dashing and brilMant player in this 
country today, and repeatedly during the last 
few years he has been on the edge of cham- 
pionship honors, only to see another failure 
added to his list. He has announced his in- 
tention to play only a little this year, and 
will confine his efforts to the national cham- 
pionship. 

Larned is the hero of the American tennis 
players and his winning of the championship 
would. be a real pleasure to many. More 
popular by far than Wrenn, he has the 
crowd with him in all his matches, and if 


the laurels long ago. Time again he 
has started into a tournament and carricd 
all before him with that resistless, forceful 
playing of his that will brook no resistance. 
All at once in a crucial match a false start 
or a bad bound of the ball will set the tide 
the other way, and Larned. once “on the 
run“ is doomed. That he will make a game 
fight for the championship this year there is 
no doubt, but if the Larned luck should 
continue he will probably retire from the 
game permanently. 

In the West there are few new players and 
in all probability the Western championship 
will go to one of the men who has competed 
for it before. Kreigh Collins, who did the 
unexpected läst year by winning it when 
almost all the authorities said it was impcs- 
sible for him. to go through the tournament 
at the pace he set at the start, will be in the 
race once more, but with what success few 
would care to predict. Collins lacks strength 
to carry him through a hard tournament, 
and his success on this account surprised 
last year even those who knew him best. 


‘Players of the West. 


Next, or perhaps equal, to Collins, Bond is | 
the best. player in the West, judging from 
last season’s form. He plays a hard, ag- 
gressive game that few were able to with- 
stand last year, and although he falled at the 
Western championship he met and defeated 
many of the best players of the East later in 
the season after he had acquired more expe- 
rience and confidence. This year his friends 
confidently look for him to win the Western 
championship, and as it is probable he will 
again be seen in the big Eastern tourna- 
ments he can be looked for to put the West 
in the front rank there. 

Myers is another player who will make a 
strong fight forthe Western honor this year. 
Sam Neel, Waidner, Belden, and Everts 
Wrenn of the famous tennis family will 
probably be seen again in competition for the 
Western laurels. 

Of the younger players in the West H. M. 
MacQuiston is perhaps the best. He is at the 
University of Chicago and’ is considered to 
be a comer either this year or in the future. 

He has deen ä close student of Neel's style 

of play and has adopted the methods of that 
player with good results. Besides MacQuis- 
ton there is his brother, P. D..MacQuiston, 
who for a small man has the making of a 
strong player. Belfield, Herrick of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, Johnson, Blackwelder, 
Halsey, Conslee, Turner, Stoll, and a number 
of others will represent the West this year, 
and represent it well.

The reason the 
Spanish army died off like flies last summer 
was that the Spaniards have no sanitary 
common sense. Americans do not live like 
Spaniards and they would not be attacked 
with disease like Spaniards.

Spanish waters has also expired. War 
henceforth exists between the two countries 
without even this slight reservation. The 
time has therefore come when our govern- 
ment may be congratulated upon having 
escaped any of those annoying and distress- 
ing foreign complications and estrangements 
which usually accompany the outbreak of a 
war. There has been no such unfortunate 
incident as the Trent affair, for instance, 
which marred our peaceful relations with 
Great Britain at the outset of the civil war. 
There bas been no trouble with foreign 
blockade runners on the Cuban coast, and 
no misunderstandings on that point, though 
the Lafayette incident came perilously near 
to being an exception to this. Neither have 
there been any indicdtions of unfriendly 
acts such as the launching of the privateer 
Alabama during the rebellion. Great Brit- 
ain in this case not only maintains a friend- 
ly neutrality but also stands fast as a bar to 
European interference. This absence of 
even a single foreign estrangement of any 
kind to worry the State department is one of 
the most hopeful auguries, both for our 
speedy success against Spain and for the 
unalloyed good effects of the war after it 
is over.

The labor men are suspicious of Mr. Laub 
because they know he is acting for Mr.

He will 
not permit the men employed on any of his 
roads to form unions. So the Building 
Trades council, at its meeting night before 
last, selected three men as its representa- 
tives. They were instructed in case the 
other members of the committee refused to 
let them participate in its proceedings to 
go ahead and make an investigation on their 
own account. At the same time the Fed- 
eration of Labor, which represents other 
labor organizations, was invited to select 
three men for the same purpose. 

It is natural and proper that the working- 
men should take a lively interest in this ques- 
tion of the future relations between the city 
and the traction companies, They are among 
the chief users of the street railroads. 
Their nickels go to pay excessive dividends 
to the owners of the stock of those concerns, 
and they are the greatest sufferers, because 
fares are maintained at an exorbitant fig- 
ure. They, too, would bé among the prin- 
cipal beneficiaries of that fevenue which the 
city would enjoy if it received adequate 
compensation from the traction companies 
for privileges granted them. As a rule, the 
streets on which the workingmen live are 
not as well cleaned, lighted, or policed as 
they should be. There would be a notable 
change for the better in the condition of 
those thoroughfares if the city were in re- 


for the use of 600 miles of streets. 1 

Since the workingmen are so much inter- 
ested in this question of adequate compen- 
sation for franchises they ought to serve 
notice on the Aldermen not to act on fran- 
chise extension ordinances which the com- 
panies may present soon until the labor or- 
ganizations have completed their investiga- 
tion.

Events will justify 
me.“ Both he end Lord Salisbury are gen- 
erally believed to have had the African crisis 
in mind when they made their recent diplo- 
matic utterances in favor of American 
good will. The British seem to be in the 
right in the Niger dispute, and are not in- 
clined to be satisfied with anything short 
of the withdrawal of the French forces from 
Borgu and the rest of the territory of the 
Royal Niger company. On the other hand 
France is on record to the effect that it will 
stick to ite Niger claims even to the extent 
of going to war. If Great Britain has actual- 
ly issued an ultimatum on the subject the 
world may expect to see a new solution of 
the ancient conundrum as to what would 
happen if an irresistible force met an im- 
movable object. Certainly the Niger dispute 
is the gravest war cloud at present in the 
European sky. 


TAXING SAVINGS DEPOSITS. 

It is plain that the Senate amendment im- 
posing a tax of one-quarter ot 1 per cent on 
bank deposits covers savings banks, wheth- 
er they have or have not capital stock, as 
well as commercial banks, Therefore the 
savings of labor, which aggregate about 
2,000 millions, will be taxed if the pending 
amendment becomes a part of the war 
revenue bill. Why those deposits should 
be taxed the Senators who are responsible 
for the introduction of this amendment, 
most of whom are fond of posing as enemies 
of the capitalist ” and friends of “ labor,” 
have not explained yet. Probably they will 
find it difficult to do 0. 

Three-fourths of the sum total of savings 
bank deposits are In institutions which have 
no capital stock, and hence are not run to 
make money for stockholders. All the 
profits made off money deposited, over and 
above what is needed to pay rent, salaries, 
and other operating expenses, go to the 
depositors, Any tax on their deposits is 
paid directly by them. If the deposits 
amount to 1,500 million dollars they will 
pay 3% million dollars a year to the govern- 
ment, The savings banks which have cap- 
ital stock hold deposits to the amount of 500 
millions. Those banks will have to reduce 
either their small dividends or the rate of 
interest paid depositors. Naturally they 
will adopt the latter course. So the effect

If this amendment should be adopted, to- 
gether with the one taxing corporations, 
Congress would discriminate in favor of a 
capitalist and against his men.

The former, 
not being a “ corporation,” will not have to 


pay a tax on his gross receipts, while incor- 
porated’concerns engaged in the ome busi- 


ness will ha ve to do so. 


The savings bank depositors are mostly : 


poor people. The average deposit is less 
than $400. These persons, whose ne- 
cumulations it is proposed to tax, will pay 
war taxes based on consumption. The 
craze of Populistic Congressmen to throw 
all the burdens of taxation on property 


should not carry them to a point where they 
order the tax collector to lay his hands on 
the small savings of the poor. In the in-

Americans cannot pass by

days. There has been no more zealous friend 
of the American cause than the London 
Speaker, which in its forecast of the results 
of the war, which it declares cannot be 
doubtful,”’ says:

HISTORY REVERSING ITSELF. 

Few incidents connected with the early 
days of the war of the rebellion are more 
distinctly remembered than the attack made 
by a secession mob, April 19, 1861, upon the 
Sixth Regiment of Massachusetts Vol- 
unteers as it was marching through 
the streets of Baltimore to the de- 
fense of Washington. As 


fifteen wounded, while a number of the 
rioters were killed by the return fire of the’ 
soldiers. The tragedy was all the more im- 
pressive in view of the fact that it oecurred 
on the anniversary of the battle of Lexing- 
ton, which opened the war for American in- 
dependence in 1775, and the members of the 
regiment attacked in some cases embraced 
those who were déscendants of participants 
in that historic conflict. The act was the 
work of the enemies of the union, including 
many who had come from other States, and 
was not shared in by the chief city authori- 
tis, as the Mayor and Chief of Police did 
their best to protect the soldiers, finally 


‘marching at the head of the regiment at the 


risk of their own lives. 


A tonching reminder of that historic event | 


was furnished when a Massachusetts regi- 
ment, bearing the corresponding number, 
marched through the streets of Baltimore 
yesterday on its way to Chickamauga to 
take its place beside those from both the 
North and the Sguth preparing to fight for 
the independence of Cuba. The difference 
between the days of 1861 and 1898 was illus- 
trated in the presentation to the soldiers 
yesterday of flowers and decorated boxes 
containing refreshments, and bearing this 
inscription: “‘ Maryland’s Greeting to Mas- 
sachusetts. A united country honors the 


men who are rallying to her defense. May

THE INHERITAASCE TAX. 

The Senate has taken up and discussed 
but has not acted finally on the inheritance 
tax amendment reported by the Committee 
on Finance, This is not one of the Demo- 
cratic amendments, It is approved of by 
Republican members of the committee, al- 
though several Republican Senators are op- 
posed to it. One of their objections is that 
it either takes away from the States one of 
the sources of revenue which many of them 
are utilizing now, or that it will result in the 
imposition of two distinct sets of taxes on 
successions and inheritances, so that they 
will be pretty well eaten up. 

The amendment as reported by the com- 
mittee provides for a tax varying from 
three-quarters of 1 per cent to 5 per cent, 
according to the degree of proximity to the 
deceased, on all sums not exceeding $25,000. 
The exemption was fixed at $5,000, and all 
legacies or property passing by will, or un- 
der inheritance laws, from husband to wife, 
or vice versa, were alsomade exempt. The 
Senate has raised the exemption to $10,000, 
which is half the amount allowed by the 
Illinois law in the case of children, and 
brothers and sisters. 

The rate of taxation increases with the 
amount of the bequest or succession. On 
all sums between $25,000 and $100,000 it is 
one and a half times what it is on the smaller 
sums. Between $100,000 and $500,000 the 
rate is double, and between half a million 
and a million it ranges from 6% to 12% per 
cent. Thus it is proposed to introduce that 
progressive form of taxation of which Pop- 
ulists and Socialists are so much enamored. 

With the aid of the incomplete data in 
their possession the members of the commit- 
tee have estimated that this tax will yield 
914 millions a year. But if the exemption 
is doubled the productivity of the tax will 
be decreased.

BUSINESS AND THE WAR. 

One of the most marked results of the 
war with Spain, so far as it has progressed, 
is its beneficial influence on business. The 
pessimist who a month ago saw nothing but 
ruin ahead for the commercial and finan- 
cial interests of the country has been 
silenced. Events have so utterly and com- 
pletely upset his theories that, argumenta- 
tively, he has not a leg to stand on. 

That business has improved is no secret 
in the business world. It is recognized by 
both employer and employé. Writers on 
trade topics have rung the changes on it for 


weeks. As a means of bringing the fact 
into more general appreciation newspapers 


have published elaborate compilations 


mon articles of commerce. Those appre- 
ciated values have in every instance been 
brought about by the working of the com- 
mercial law of supply and demand. The ac- 
tivity and the upward movement have been 
accentuated. by the fact that at the time war 
broke out stocks of goods in nearly all lines 
were abnormally low. In some directions 
this scarcity amounted almost to a famine. 
This is particularly true of articles in the 
grocery list suitable for commissary stores. 
Had the complications arisen in the fall, 
after the year’s erops of all kinds had been 
harvested, instead of in the spring, when 
the normal demands of the winter season 
had cleaned up the crop of the year before, 
there would have been no difficulty in meet- 
ing any requirements that could have made 
themselves manifest. 

Merchants are realizing that the presence

Taken, as the war force is, from all parts of 
the country, the loss of a few men as buy- 
ers in any one district is not felt.

He has had high prices for overa 
year and is still feeling the effects of a de- 
mand which is absorbing all his surplus 
products. European bins are swept clean 
of grain, and, with short crops in practically 
all the eastern countries, America must sup- 
ply the world with food products. Taking 
’ agricultural prosperity as the basis of a na- 
tion’s well-being, manufactured products 
must naturally and inevitably respond to 
the advancing scale of values. This move-

Trade conditions and business necessi- 
ties recall Grant’s advice to Sheridan in 
the /Shenandoah Valley, and make it par- 
ticularly applicable to the merchant class 
at the present time. This was:“ Now push 
things.” An outbreak of war after 
three decades of peace naturally stunned 
all classes for the moment, and merchants 
were for a time inclined to hesitate in their 
trade operations. Anxiety as to the effect 
or outcome of war is, however, now wearing 
away, and the merchant class is rapidly 
realizing the advisability of leaving the 
handling of land and naval forces to the 
authorities at Washington, satisfied that 
the country and the government. will 
still live. The merchant is realiz- 
ing that the best thing he can do is to hustle. 
He is ordering more goods of a better qual- 
ity than he ever had on his shelves before, 
convinced he will have no difficulty in sell- 
ing them. War is now an incident with 
him. He is preparing to push things 
and do business on a larger scale than ever 
before. Wholesale merchants are a unit in 
the belief their fall trade will break all 
previous records and indications certainly 
justify this belief. 

If war has its horrors it also earries with it 
commercial benefits. Not all the present ac- 
tivity and prosperity, however, are charge- 
able to war. While government require- 
ments in the way of supplies for the fighting 
forces are making heavy drafts on such 
stocks as were in store, and have started 
manufacturing in directions where before 
the trouble there was idleness, itis consid- 
ered quite probable that the normal demand 
would not have fallen far short of cleaning 
up such stocks as were on the market. 
High prices for all farm products have filled 
the country with money, which is not being 
hoarded as it once was. 


A @REAT POLICE OFFICER. 

The last tribute of respect will be paid 
today by his brother officers, city offleials, 
and friends to the memory of Michael 
Schaack, late Police Inspector and one of 
the most widely known, efficient, and suc- 
cessful policemen the city has ever had in 
its service. IIe displayed during his long 
and brilliant career the highest qualities 
which belong to his profession—indomitable 
courage, unwearying persistence, dogged 
tenacity, close knowledge of human nature, 
the personal ability to act upon that knowl- 
edge, pride in the pursuit of his profession, 
and honesty of purpose. Had he figured 
only as the man who did more than any 
other to crush out the Anarchist conspiracy 
in this city and to collect and bring home to 
Luetgert the evidence of his guilt this 
would have been sufficient to make him 
famous as a great policeman, But he did 
more than this. His whole career was 
marked by success quite as complete if not 
as conspicuous, and his name had become 
a terror to evildoers. 

Michael Schaack was a man who had 
warm friends and bitter enemies. So do all 
successful men. His enemies circulated re- 
ports reflecting upon his personal integrity. 
This, too, is the experience of all successful 
police officials. It is the price such an offi- 
cial pays for his success. It is the only 
form of revenge that the criminal class, par- 
tisan adversaries, or jealous rivals dare to 
take. It is easy and safe to make slander- 
ous accusations behind a man’s back, and 
there are always some people ready to be- 
lieve them, especially if they belong to the 
class which may have suffered by reason of 
his courage and astuteness.

HANDLING TRUST FUNDS. 
After a long inquiry, in which all of the 
monetary transactions between the Nation- 
al Bank of Illinois and E. S. Dreyer, while 


he was treasurer of the West Park board, 


were examined, the master in chancery 
who conducted the examination has made 
a report which, if sustained by the court, 
will add materially to the indebtedness of 
the broken bank and lessen the hopes which 
the stockholders entertained of escaping 
an assessment. 

The report is to the effect that Dreyer's 
firm was insolvent in 1893, when Altgeld 
insisted on his being made treasurer of the 
West Park board; that the principal officers 
of the bank, to which Dreyer owed a great 
deal of money, knew he was insolvent;

was drawn from his account as treasurer 
and used to pay his obligations to the bank. 
The relationship existing between the 
treasurer and the Bank officials is charac- 
terized as a “ confed@acy and combina- 
tion.“

I do not consider that the cigaret 
is any more injurious than the pipe or the 
cigar. Overindulgence in the use of any one 
of the three will unquestionably bring about 
bad results, and this may in a general way 
apply to anything that is abused. Because 
the cigaret is small and affords but a short 
‘smoke there may be a temptation to use 
mor of them than is good. The same quan- 
tity of tobacco used in a pipe or cigar would 
be just as objectionable.”’ ; 


DR. E. M. HALE. : 

“It is a lamentable discovery that just 
now, when the country needs the military 
services of her young men, the examining 
surgeons find that 90 per cent of those re- 
jected are habitual cigaret smokers and have 
weak hearts. The loss of the services of so 
many men may be a great calamity should 
this war continue many years. I have often 
been ed by my patients why the smoking 
of cigarets is so much worse than smoking 
cigfts or the pipe. The answer is, because 
the smoke is inhaled, while the smoke of a 
cigar or pipe is not. Watch a cigaret smoker. 
He first draws in all he can of the smoke, 
then in exhaling he forces it through the 
nose. How much mucous surface is bathed 
by the smoke? Over 1,000 square feet! It 


bronchial tubes, then into the bronchioles or 
small bronchi, into the air cells—about 725,- 
000,000 of them. All this surface, especially 
the air cells, absorbs the nicotine from the 
smoke, and it is carried into the blood, where 
it is distributed to the brain and the heart. 
Now, nicotine paralyzes muscular fiber, and 
the heart is especially affected, because it 
receives and distributes all the blood in the 
body. The smoker of the pipe or cigar, or 
one who chews, has this advantage, that the 
nicotine is only absorbed by the surface of 
the mouth and tongue, which expose only 
a few square feet. If something is not done 
to prevent children and young, men from 
smoking the cigaret we shall have to de- 
pend on a weak-hearted army, with disas- 
trous results. It is not the paper of the 
cigaret nor any ingredient supposed to be 
mixed with the tobacco that is harmful. In 
fact, the better the tobacco the more nico- 
tine it contains and the greater the poison- 
ing effects. The effect of bicycle riding on 
the heart depends on the position of the 
rider. If he sits upright the heart increases 
in size and power. If he crouches over the 
handle bars the chest and lungs are com- 
pressed and the space in which the heart 
works is decreased. In consequence the 
heart is weakened and is in the same condi- 
tion as a cigaret heart.“

Older people can ride with greater 


first passes through the larynx into the 


LEITER BUYING WHEAT. 


HIS OPERATIONS SERVE TOKEEPTHE 


MARKET NERVOUS AND STRONG. 


May Wheat Is Rushed Up to $1.00—/ Beptember 


France Reports More Favorable 
Weather Conditions—Sample Wheat 
Follows the May Delivery—Scalper® 
Sell Corn Off After an Early Ad- 
vance—Weather Conditions Are in 
Control. 


Wheat was unquestionably a Leiter mar- 


ket yesterday. His buying orders in J uly 
and September had more to do withjxeeping 
the local market nervous and firm than any~ 
thing else, he was suspected with hav- 
in@ a hand in the establishment of the higher 
Liverpool quotations. Liverpool was up 
‘114d to 8d on futures at the close and was of 
course an influence on this side. May wheat 
was given another run, being advanced toa 
close at $1.60. This was 15c up from the last 
price of Friday. June wheat was closed up at 
$1.42. There wete complaints of rust from 
parts of Kansas and apparently some St. 
Louis buying on them. The same localities 


which are reporting rust in wheat are talk- “ 


ing of the necessity of replanting corn on 
acccunt of the cold, backward weather. 
These reports are hard to harmonize. The 
continental news was entirely different from 
that of the previous day. There were re- 
ports of much better weather in France and 
of easier wheat and flour markets on that 
account. The continental markets were 
lower and New York “houses with. French 
connections were conspicuous sellers of 
September wheat at the seaboard. North- 
western receipts were about the same as 
a week ago, but materially less than a year 
ago. There were 496 cars, against 498 the 
same day last week and 654 the same day 
last year. There were some export flour 


sales made in Minheapolis, but the business 


was not particularly heavy. Local receipts 
were 238 cars, against 19 a year ago. The 
out inspection was 349,000 bu and the addi- 
tion to contract stocks in transfers andrtur- 
rent receipts was 210,000 bu. 
Opening Influenced by Cables. 

The firm opening of the market was on the 
cables and the Leiter support continued 
from the previous day.

FAIR WEEK IN PRODUCE LINES, 


Large Supplies of Fruits and Vegeta- 
bles, Which Move Fairly Well, 


California cherries did fairly well last week. 
Receipts averaged one carload daily, which were 
sold rapidly at auction at G5c to $1.16 for black 
Tartarlan. In the receipts.there was something of 
a scarcity.of Royal Annes, which brought $1.10 
to $1.15. During the coming week there will be 
about one carload a day of this fruit. Oranges 
were low and weak, seedlings bringing from $1.60 
to $1.75 and Mediterranean Sweets from $1.75 to 
$1.90. Navels have been steady at $2.50. Ship- 
ments out of California have been at the rate of 
500 cars per week, making over 12,000 cars for the 
season to date. This is over double the quantity 
shipped up to this time last year. Produce gen- 
erally has ruled slow and stbady. In the way of 
small fruits strawberries have, of course, had the 
call. Receipts of these have averaged about 1.000 
cases daily, but the quality has been rather poorer 
than the trade would liked to have seen, much of 
the fruit from Southern States being badly water- 
logged. Vegetables have been in large supply. 
asparagus, onions, and radishes being particularly 
in evidence.

He never drank; it was likely to interfere 
with the chance of getting on.

Opportunities Were Few. 


But Louisville was slow; its opportunities 


were not great enough for him. He laid by |

Mackay was one of the first persons in 
Louisville to be afflicted with the fever, and 
he endeavored to induce a number of friends 
to, go with him. A party of about twenty- 
five was finally made up, and he was one of 


othe leaders in it. 


He sold his saloon; what property he had 
he converted into cash. He went to New 
York, took passage around Cape Horn in 
one of the vessels owned by Webb, the man 
for whom he had first worked, and Louis- 
ville heard. of him no more till the news 
came that he had suddenly leaped into the 
lap of fortune. 2 

California was a land of promise then, a 


land full of opportunities for the right man. 


Mackay took hold at the bottom. A red- 
shirted miner, he journeyed with other red- 
shirted miners to the Sierra country. The 
Sierra country was booming then; there 
Was gold everywhere in it, men said. 
Mackay began placer mining on a small 
scale. He lived from hand to mouth. He 


made various small finds and got along 


somehow. Then he made his first hit, the 
** Kaintuck.” It was only the beginning. 


He continued to be fortunate. Luck stuck 


to him, and in 1863 he was in position to 
form a partnership with J. M. Walker, who 
had gone to California asa prospector. The 
new firm did a good business. It increased 
until it required more capital. Flood and 
O’Brien- had some money and had experi- 


ence in mining, and they were taken into 


the firm of Mackay & Walker. px 


He Bought Mining stock. 
Mackay had previously known Flood and 

O’Brien, and they Were fast friends. They 

were at that fime keeping a saloon in San 
Tancisco;.and Mackay worked in the mines. 


The two famous fields of wealth then were. 
the California” and Consolidated Virginia, 


and he worked in both of them. He was a 


shrewd man, tolerably well educated, and 
had some little knowledge of engineering. 
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He clearly saw that money invested in the 
stock of either of these mines was sure te 
bring good results, and every dollar he could 
raise was invested in that way. At his in- 
stance Flood and O’Brien went in with him, 
and the three purchased stock at $3 a share. 
Soon afterward it went up to $7, and grad- 
ually increased to $18. In this simple man- 
ner their fortunes were made, and almost 
before they knew it they were wealthy men. 
Mackay then lived in a frame house in Sut- 


| ter street, and his figure became a familiar 


one to the frequenters of the mines. 

He was not married then, but he soon met 
the woman who became his wife, and the 
story of their meeting is a little romance in 
itself. She was a widow. young and pretty, 


with a childish face, and she kept a board- 


ing-house. She had had plenty of trouble in 
She was thé daughter of Major Hunger- 


ford of New Orleans, and when quite young 


had married a doctor and moved to Nevada 
City.

with a little daughter and with no means of

saved hie life. Following the Haymarket 
riot, as ia well known, Schaack lent all of his 
enthusiasm and earnest endeavor to the 
almost hérculean task of bringing the rict- 
ers to justice. By diplomacy, tact, and 
shrewdnese he won Waller over to the side 
of the State, and secured from him evidence 
and a confession that turned the tide in the 
right direction. Waller was a notable fig- 
ure in all Anarchists’ meetings previous to 
the riot. He presided at the underground 
where more than a hundred of the 
“rede” decided to resort to bombs and

Famous Krug Case. 


Equal to the famous Holmes case, which 
startled Chicago three years ago, was the 
conviction of Lawrence Krug, a monoma- 

flac on the subject of poisons, who mur- 
dere’ half a dozen persons by administering 
arsenic thirteen years ago. ‘The conviction 
of Krug was due to the hard work of In- 


tler. It came about in a pecullar manner. 
Lieutenant Heidelmeyer, now connected’ 
with the Summerdale Police Station, was 

then an officer under Inspector Schaack. He 

reported that his niece, Albertine Rohr, had, 
died mysteriously while at the Krug house, 

at Larrabee and Eugenie streets. The 

funeral was in progress when Inspector 

Schaack took the case in hand, but he 

stopped it, had the body examined, and it 
was shown that the stomach was coated | 
with arsenic. Krug had killed all of his vic- 
tims in the same manner, as was proved by 
@isinterring the bodies. He administered 
Small doses of arsenic at first and increased 
the dose perceptibly from day to day, the 
effect being similar to that in cases of slow 
consumption. When he was arrested at his 
castle he had half a dozen persons under the 
influence of the drug, and he watched them 
as a young physician would watch the effect 
of drugs on a cat. He was clearly a mono- 
maniac, and when the case came to trial it 
was agreed that he should be tried on the 
Rohr case, in which the evidence was the } 
least damaging, with the understanding that 
he should be given a State prison sentence. 
He died in Joliet a year and a half after ‘this 
conviction. The evidence against him in the 
five other cases ig all stored away in In- 
epector Schaack’s vaults, where it could 
have been found had there been any neces- 


These incidents in Schaack’s career show 
the great personal interest he took in 
mystesgious murder cases. Others that might 
be mentioned are the Luetgert case, the Mul- 
kowski case, and the Armitage avenue street 
car robbery and murder case. Each pos- 
sessed unusual features, and each was sen- 
sational in the extreme, but most of them 
are so fresh in the public mind that a general 
conception of the ability required to fur- 
nish a solution for them and bring the 
criminals to justice is contained in a men- 
tion of the title under which they were gen- 
erally known. 

An indication of Inspector Schaack’s com- 
petency as a policeman is contained in the 
short eulogy pronounced by a life-long friend 
the night of his death: 

„Only one murder mystery remains un- 
solved on the North Side of which Inspectag 
Schaack attempted a solution in his long 
career of twenty years or more. Thatisthe 
Shomaker case. Shomaker was a saloon- 
keeper in North Wells street. He was mur- 
Gered in his saloon one night, and although 
a number of persons were arrested for the 
crime the murderer was never convicted. 
That is a record of which few police office 
in the world can boast.” - !

A collection of 179 engraved gems ison pri- 
vate exhibition at Thurber’s gallery. These 
gems, which were brought together by a 
collector residing in Davenport, are chiefly 
from. the “hands of modern Italian and 
French cameo cutters, though there are a 
few examples of early work, mostly of 
English origin. Great variety is shown in 


‘the Subjects treated, the manner of cutting, | 


and the stones upon which they are cut. 
Heads, either ideal or modern, and historical 
portraits are the subjects of most of them, 
although there are elaborate groups of fig- 
ures, many of them reproductions of antique 
statuary, and several landscapes. There 
are a few intaglios and a number of stones 
of a single color, With the subject cut in 
relief, but most of the collection is composed 
of cameos. 

Some interesting information concerning 
the cutting of gems was furnished by the 
owner of the collection. The art is one of 
greatest antiquity and has flourished in va- 
rious nations, but the process of cutting is 
supposed to have varied but little. The cut- 


ting of cameos ig not done with a hard in- 


strument, but by the aid of emery or diamond 
dust, and chiefly through the agency of 
small wheel turned by a treadle. | 

The original stone on which cameos are 
cut is of two layers, and when these layers 
are of black and white or dark brown and 
white it is called onyx, and the upper layer 
is cut away, leaving the design against the 
dark background, 

Sometimes two portraits, one projecting 
ahead of the other, are cut from a stone of 
three layers of different colors. When two 
of these layers are black and white respect- 
ively and the third is of carnelian or sard 
the gem is called a sardonyx.. 

Onyx in the rough, called masstk, is found 
mainly in Brazil, in masses weighing from a 
few pounds to a ton or more. It is marked 
with layers of various thickness and colors, 
as many as five or six colors sometimes show- 
ing in the same mass. Shell or imitation 
cameos are cut with sharp instruments when 
the material is still soft, and they become 


hardened in time. Quentities of these are 


manufactured in Italy and shipped to Bir- 
mingham, England, where they are mounted 
by jewelry manufacturers who meke a 
specialty of this business. 

In Chicago, Boston, and New York there 
are a few skilled artists in cameo cutting. 
One recently produced in Chicago is pro- 
pounced a masterpiece by the connoisseur 
who furnished this information. It is said 
to be a pure black onyx of octagonal shape, 
about two inches in diameter. It shows the 
heads of Washington Lincoln, and Grant, 
and is valued at $1,000. 


The report ot the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art for the year ending Dec. 31, 1897, just 
published, furnishes data which offer an 
interesting comparison with that included 


-in the report of the Art Institute for the year 


ending in June, 1897. It reports 555,796 
visitors, an increase of 52,459 over the pre- 
ceding year. Admissions on ninety days on 
which an entrance fee was charged showed 
an average of 196 visitors and total receipts 
of $4,419. The Art Institute report shows a 
total of 500,817 visitors and an average of 
only ninety-seven paying visitors on the 
four days of each week when an admission 
fee was charged. The attendance at the Art 
Institute for 1896 was 503,816, while at the

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HE theatrical season is dying hard in 


Chicago, if it may be said to be dying 

at all. The coming week has a suffi- 

cient number of dramatic attractions 

to satisfy any one, even if the snow 
flying. At Hovley’s Miss Rehan starts 
in a two weeks’ engagement; at McVicker’s 
“Shenandoah "’ continues a triumphal ca- 
reer, and at the Columbia The French 
Maid still delights those whose taste runs 
to froth. Then there is the circus, and if 
the Forepaugh & Selis show its not, strictly 
speaking, a dramatic performance it is per- 
haps as much so as a good deal that is seen 
behind the footlights and vastly more amus- 
ing. Then the week blazes up brightly at 
the end with the Lambs’ Gambol on Satur- 
day afternoon and ev ening at the Audito- 
rium, when theatrical stars will be for a day 
absolutely too numerous to mention: Even 
the Great Northern shows signs of new life 
with William Beach and Sarah Truax add-. 
ed to its stock company. And in the dim dis- 
tance of the second week to come one sees 
“Pousse Cafe,“ from Weber & Fields’, at 
the Grand Opera-House and the opening of 
the Masonic peep pe Roof Garden. 


The arrival of Miss N. Rehan can only be an- 
nounced, as it is announced every year, as 
‘one of the distinguished events of the sea- 

gon. One can only remark, as one is ac- 
customed to remark, that Miss Rehan is the 
leading actress of comedy in the English- 

speaking world. Mr. Daly’s company 
changes somewhat from year to year, but he 
always manages to keep it, on the whole, a 
wonderfully effective and well drilled organ- 
isation. And Mrs. Gilbert herself ought at 
any time to be able to draw crowded houses 
as a star.

. and The School for Scandal give 
to her.

In The Country Girl,“ of course, Miss 
Rehan plays a youthful part, but there is 
still something of the full flavor of the old 
comedy by Wycherley, from which it is 
adapted, clinging to it, and as Peggy she 
has made her most notable success of sever- 
al years.

The event of theatrical London is the pro- 
@uction by Irving at the Lyceum of a play 
by H. D. Traill and Robert Hichens called 
„The Medicine Man.” Sir Henry Irving has 
not appeared for a long time in a modern 
character, and this, together with the weird 
character of the play and tte utile, made the 
first night a notable event. 

The first scene of The Medicine Man” 
is laid in the University House, Whitechapel, 
where a well meaning clergyman, Cafion 
Slade-Smith, is lecturing to a lower class au- 
dience on the power of one will upon another.

Because of his inactivity and apparent in- 
dulgence to the rebels Blanco was de- 
nounced in Madrid by religious bodies. What 
exasperated the priests most was that he re- 
fused to kill Rizal, who was by them pro- 
claimed to be the principal factor in the re- 
bellion. As a matter of fact, however, this 
does not appear to be true, and no just cause 
was given for such summary action. The 
clergy sought revenge upon Rizal above 
everything else for his denunciation of them 


to the people. 


Rizal’s Tragic Career. 
Rizal was a pure-blooded Indian, who was 
brought up by the Dominicans of Manila. 
‘He went to Burope, studied medicine, law, 


sciences, and foreign tongues, and returned 


to Manila honored with the highest degrees 
of continental universities, a Freemason, 
and the inexorable foe of the corrupt clergy. 
He was the author of a novel called“ Nole 
Me Tangere,” in which he showed the des- 
potic, rapacious, and debauched nature of 
the priests of the country. This book was 
placed in the Index Expurgatorius and the 
author’s goods confiscated, his brothers de- 
ported, his aged mother banished, and him- 
self relegated to the Island of Mindanao, en- 
tirely peopled by Mohammedans, mortal en- 
emies of Spain. : 

Rizal lived in this exile for several years, 
until he learned that physicians and sur- 
geons were needed with the troops fighting 
in Cuba. He offered his services to Spain, 
which accepted them, and he embarked at 
Manila for Barcelona. When he arrived at 
the peninsula and was ready to leave for 
Havana he was arrested, sent back to Ma- 
nila, summarily tried, and executed. This 
was the work of Governor Polavieja, who 
had succeeded Blanco. Whiie Rizal was on 
his journey to Spain rebellion had broken 
out, and the anger of the authorities 
against him was aroused by new charges of 
perfidy made by the priests, to whom Pola- 
vieja was devoted.

archist ideas, which encourage them to at- 
tempt the free expression of their opinions. 
The result is persecution. Furthermore, a 
native, no matter how prominent, is never 
given a salaried official position, all of which 
are monopolized by the retainers of different 
ministries. To all of the wrongs described 
are to be added the notorious corruption of 
the judiciary and the brutality of the police. 

The people yielded submissively to accu- 


ance is one of the chief characteristics of the 
Indian, natives of the Philippines, who great- 
ly resemble their near neighbors, the Jap- 
anese. Their uprising two years ago was al- 
most incomprehensible to witnesses of the 
respect of established authority, submission, 
and gentleness of habit through years of 
misrule.

FIND BIRTHPLACE OF BUDDHA. 


Interesting Archeological Discoveries 
Recently Made by Vincent Smith 
in India. 


Vincent. Smith, a learned antiquary of 
Bengal, has recently made some interesting 


York Sun. The first of these is the home of 
Gatttama Buddha, who lived about 500 B. C. 
The ruins of thisancient city of Kapilavastu 
are in Nepaul territory; they are, so far as 
is yet known, entirely of brick, and are so 
covered with jungle and so extensive that 
years will be required for their thorough 
exploration. Since 410 B. C. the city has 
been in ruins and unoccupied, and excava- 
tions are now bringing to light buildings 
more ancient than any previously known in 
India. 

More than Kapilavastu is 
the discovery of the Lumbini Garden, the 
traditional birthplace of Gautama. The 
sacred spot is marked by a pillar erected in 
the third century B. C. by the Emperor 
Asoka, The inscription on this pillar is still 
perfect. It stands on the western edge of 
à mound of ruins about a hundred yards in 
diameter, and on the south sice of this 
mound is the tank in which the child’s 
mother bathed after his birth. f 

Another discovery, which was made in a 
stupa, or brick tumulus, close to the British 
frontier, is that of relics of Buddha him- 
self. These consist only of fragments of 
bone, which were deposited in a wooden 
vessel that stood on the bottom of a massive 
coffer, more than four feet long and two 
feep deep, cut out of a solid block of fine 
sandstone. This coffer was buried under 
eighteen feet of masonry, composed of huge 
bricks, each sixteen inches long. The 
wooden vessel was decayed, and with it was 
an exquisitely finished bowl of rock crystal, 
the largest yet discovefed in India, and also 
five small vases of soapstone. All these ves- 
sels were partially filled, in bener of the 
relics, with a marvelous colfection of gold 
stars, pearls, topazes, beryls, and other 
jewels, and of various objects delicately 
wrought in crystal, agate, and other sub- 
stances. An inscription on the lid of one of 
the soapstone vases declares the relics to be 
those of Buddha himself, and the characters 
in which this inscription is written are sub- 
stantially the same as those of the Asoka 
inseriptions, and indicate that the tumulus 
was constructed between 300 and/250 B. C. 

Buddha spent many years preaching and 
teaching at the city of Sravasti, and a large 
number of his sayings and parables purport 
to have been uttered there. The site of 
this famous city was long sought in vain.

UNCLE SAM'S PROBLEM IN. 
THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


It Is Not the First Time He Has Governed Foreign Territory 
and for Many Reasons It Is Good He 


Should Take Up the Labor. 


POSITION OF OTHER GREAT NATIONS IN THE MATTER 


NCLE SAM’S experience of adminis- 
tering territories, for one reason or 
another not subject to the ordinary 
laws and statutes of the United 
States, is considerable. He has in 

absolute and autocratic 

sway over countries inhabited by people of 

Spanish descent, such as California, and of 

French descent, such as of Louisiana, before 

either of those territories were endowed 

with an independent State government. He 
directed in the same way the destinies of 

Texas immediately after its incorporation 
in the union, and likewise the Southern 
States for a time after the civil war, and 
today he rules from Washington the In- 
dian Territory and Alaska, both of which 
are inhabited for the most part by more or 
less barbarous Indian tribes, without much 
reference to their wishes and without per- 
mitting them to have any voice or share in 
the conduct of their government. But until 
now he has had no experience of the diffi- 
cult task of administering the sovereignty 
over an Asiatic dependency situated at a 
distance of many thousand miles from h 
shores, the inhabitants of which, compose 
mainly of bloodthirsty Malays, with a 
mixture of Chinese and other races of the 
Orient, have from time immemorial enjoyed 
the reputation of being the most unruly 
people in the world and the most averse to 
white people, no matter what their na- 
tionality. 

Difficult as is this task, it is one which the 
United States is about to take upon its 
shoulders. Having secured a foothold on 
the Philippines, there are several reasons 
why this country should retain it and adopt 
measures to.extend at once the sovereignty 
of the United States over the entire group, 
no matter at what cost. 4 


China as a Market. 


In the first place, China is becoming more 
and more the most important foreign mar- 
ket for American goods and manufactures. 
In fact, the American trade in China is sec- 
ond only to that of Great Britain, and su- 
perior to that of all the other European na- 
tions put together. It is of supreme im- 


portance, therefore, that China should not 


be closed to American trade, and that in the 
process of the dismemberment of the Ce- 
lestial Empire, which is now going on under 
the pretext of the forced concession of 
leases of bays, ports, and territories to Old 
World powers, the United States should se- 
cure a share of the spoils proportionate to 
the extent of its interests. But in order to 
do this and to give due weight and author- 


ity to American wishes in the matter it is 


necessary that the United States should 
have some military and naval base nearer 
to China than San Francisco, or even 
Hawaii. 

Manila, and, in fact, the whole group of 
the Philippine Islands, offer to this country 
unrivaled advantages for this particular 
purpose. American engineers could quickly 
render impregnable the defenses of the is- 
lands, and these, with their dock yards, the 
coal vaults, their arsenals all ready for oc- 
cupation, and for use as the headquarters of 
the American Pacific squadron, and of a 
large military force, would place the United 
States in possession ef a power in the China 
seas second only, if not equal, to that of 
Great Britain; and proportionate to the 
magnitude of American trade and industrial 
interests in China. 

Another reason why the United States will 


| have to keep the Philippine Islands is that 


there is no other means of disposing of 
them. They cannot be restored to Spain, 
and any attempt to do so would result in 
the same species of anarchy as would ensue 
were the Philippines left to their own de- 
vices and to the tender mercies of those 
half-breeds and natives who are now known 
as the rebels. To take either of these two 
courses would be to invite any other Old 
World power which cares about it to step 
in and obtain control of the islands under 
the pretext of restoring order and safe- 
guarding European lives and property. It 
is idle to dream of selling it to any foreign 
nation, with the exception of Great Britain, 
which alone has manifested any good will 
toward the United States in the present war. 


England Is Handicapped. 
But not only would England's absorption 


of the Philippine Islands be likely to involve 


her in war with other European powers, but 
she would be reluctant to increase the ex- 
tent of her territory, at any rate, in Asia. 
John Bull has, in fact, more of the world's 
surface than he can well manage, and the 
task of defending this immense empire 
against animosities of foreign powers, as 
well as of keeping the native races by which 
his Asiatic and African dependencies are 
inhabited under proper control, is becom, 
ing more and more a great strain on his 
home resources. Rich a prize as are the 
Philippine Islands, there is no doubt that 
sooner than secure them for himself, he 
would prefer to see them retained by Uncle 
Sam, and even assist the latter to keep 
them. 

There are two ways in which Great Britain 
can help the United States in the Philippine 
Islands. The one is to assist this country to 
defend its new Asiatic dependency against 
not merely the jealousſes, but even the pos- 
sibility of actual hostilities on the part of 
foreign powers, danger from this source to 
America being by no means improbable, 
coming either from France or from Japan. 
France's attitude toward America since the 
beginning of the war with Spain has been 
such as to rankle in the bosoms of the peo- 
ple of the United States for many a lomg 
year to come, and may yet lead to some- 
thing more serious than mere protest, no 
matter how strongly worded, by the Wash- 
ington government. Moreover, France, the 
moment she obtains possession of an Ori- 
ental dependency, at once proceeds to close 
it to the trade of the world, in the vain hope 
of fostering her own colonial interests, 
which, however, are injured rather than 
benefited by this policy. Up to the present 
moment there is not one of France’s colo- 
nies that is self-supporting, or which is not 
a heavy drain on the resources of the mother 
country. 

Japan Another Menace. 


Japan is equally a menace to American 
occupation of the Philippine Islands. The 
Japanese are already extremely embittered 
against this country by reason of the 
Hawaiian controversy. In fact, few except 
those behind the scenes at Washington are 
aware how near Japan came to going to war 
with the United States about the Sandwich 
Islands last year. Ever since the close of 
the Chinese war, of the fruits of which they 
were robbed by the European powers, and 
principally by Russia, the Japanese have 
had their eye on the Philippine Islands, 
which lie in the immediate proximity of 
their southermost island, Formosa, and 
upon which they consider they have a first 
right if Spain abandons them voluntarily or 
under compulsion. Both the Japanese press 
and leading politicians have repeatedly de- 
clared of late that they would never permit 
the Philippines to fall into the hands of any 
other power than Japan in the event of 
Spain being forced to relinquish them. While 
the United States might find difficulty for 
the moment in contesting the ownership 
of-the group with Japan, this country would 
have nothing to apprehend at the hands of 
the Japanese—if supported by the English 
squadron in China seas—the only squadron 
in those waters that in weight and size is 
superior to that of the Mikado. | 

But there is another matter in which Eng- 
land can render invaluable assistance to the 
United States in connection with the 
Philippines. As stated at the outset of this 
letter, the United States is entirely devoid 
of the experience of governing Asiatics, es- 
pecially such bloodthirsty and unruly Ori- 
entals as the conglomeration of races that

It is an experience which only two 
European nations can claim to possess— 
namely: the English and the Russians. 
Russia, it is impossible to deny, manages 
to administer her immense Oriental de- 
pendencies with an indefinitely greater de- 
gree of success than attends her rule over 
her dominions in Europe. France, Holland, 
Portugal, and Spain have shown that they 
do not possess this talent. The Philippine 
Islands have been in a state of chronic in- 
surrection against the Spaniards for nearly 
three centuries, and the same may be said 
of the Dutch East Indies ever since Holland 
has had possession of them. France, in 
Spite of the thousands and thousands of 
lives that have been sacrificed to secure 
control of Tonquin, is still compelled to car-

Anglo-Asiatic service, who have contributed 


so much to build up Great Britain’s mighty. 
ampire in the Orient. It is an experience 
that cannot be gained in a day, hor yet in a 
month, nor even in a year: There are cer- 
tain native usages inconsistent with West- 
ern notions that must be openly: permitted; 
others, again, to which it is necessary to 
close one’s eyes; and yet others which must 
be suppressed with relentless severity. The 
forms of punishment that are in vogue in 
America would be of no avail in many parts 
of the Orient, where death, especially at 
the hands of the white infidel, is regarded a's 
a sure passpert to eternal salvation. In 
order to make capital punishment serve as 
a preventive of crime it is necessary to sur- 
rouhd it not with physical torture but with 
a certain degree of ignominy entailing the 
loss of caste and the belief in eternal doom. 
In some parts of the Orient the English have 
been obliged to smear the blood of a low- 
class native or of some unclean animal, such 
as a pig or a dog, upon a condemned crim- 
inal in order to inspire his fellow-country- 
men with a respect of capital punishment, 
while the much criticised action of Sir Henry 


* Havelock in blowing from the guns the 


Sepoy mutineers who had murdered under 
circumstances of indescribable atrocity hun- 
dreds of European ladies and of young.chil- 
dren at Cawnpore was solely bécause the 
natives believed that death in that form, 
although entailing less suffering than mere 
decapitation or strangulation, precluded 
them from all the enjoyment of life here 
after. Of course I do not dream for one 
moment of recommending this as a suitable 
form of punishment for the Americans to 
inaugurate in the Philippine Islands, and if 
I allude thereto it is merely for the purpose 
of giving a slight demonstration as to the 


impossibility for white races to administer — 


an Asiatic dependency on Western lines or 
according to Western ethics and prejudices. 
There is, however, a mean line to be drawn— 
a precise point up to which it is necessary 


to take into considefation native. beliefs, 


superstitions, and customs. Just her 

point lies, where the dividing lines bet 
Oriental and Occidental methods of 50. 
ernment is to be found, is known to none so 
well as to the trained members of the Angla- 
Indian and colonial service of Great Britain. - 
The latter, therefore, might do well, and 
would certainly be rendering an invaluable 
service to her American friends and kins- 
men, if she were to place at their disposal 
temporarily some of her most capable and 
experienced colonial and Indian civil serv- 
ants, who might serve as advisers and in- 
structors of the United States officers in- 
trusted with the duty of governing the Phil- 
ippine Islands, showing them exactly what. 
to do and what to avoid, and acting as their 
mentors. Americans are the most adaptable 
people on the face of the globe and quicker 
than any others to catch on. So that it 


would not be long before the United States 


would have a staff of colonial officials as 
capable, as experienced, as honest, and, 
above all, as patient as that of Great Britain. 


Ruined by Dishonesty. - 


One special point to be borne in mind is 
the fact that the phenomenal fall from power 
of Spain and Portugal as the greatest colon- 
izing nations of the world is due in the main 
to the dishonesty of their colonial officials, 
whereas England's success has been due to 
the universally recognized integrity of her 
public servants in the Orient. Just because 
Asiatics are inherently corrupt, incorrupti- 
bility inspires them with fear and respect, 
and, above all, with a sense of the superi- 
ority of their rulers. The prestige thus ob- 
tained vanishes, of course, from the moment 
that the Asiatic discovers the white man to 
be as prone to corruption as himself. 8 

England has a sort of priority of right to 
assist the American government in holding 
and administering these islands, a right | 
which she could invoke in the event of 
objections being raised. by any other foreign 
powers. In 1762 an ‘English Admiral, like 
Dewey, took possession of Manila after @ 
fortnight’s siege and held the city, and in- 
cidentally the islands, for a pertod of two 
yeurs. After that England restored the 
Philippines to Spain on the promise of @ 
payment by the Spanish government of 
$5,000,000. This indemnity remains unpaid 
to this day. Besides this, England’s trade in 
the Philippine Islands and her interest there 
are superior to those of all other foreign 
nations, 

Were the United States to take the advice; 
of Great Britain in the matter it would 
probably inaugurate the same sort of go 
ernment as that by means of which the 
English administer the Straits Settlement, 
Hongkong, Ceylon, and other so-called 
crown coloniesin Asia, That is to say, there 
would be a governor exercising supreme con- 
trol, assisted by an executive council of five 
members, comprising the leading American 


officials of the colony, such as, for instance, 


the commander of the troops, the Commo-; 
dore of the station, the Chief Justice, a 
so on. Besides this there would bea 
lative council of about eighteen members, 
ten of whom would be American officials 
or merchants, while the remaining eight 
would be leading natives, care being taken; 
that they should be selected with the view; 
of represent the ideas, aspirations, and 
prejudices of the various principal veep 
the group. No vote or resolution could be 
passed by this legislative council nor any 
question admitted to debate without having 
been previously sanctioned by the Governor. 
In fact, the legislative councils of the crown, 
colonies are in the main consultative and 
can in no wise control or oyerride the acta 
or the wishes of the Governor. ‘ |

‘French convict passes through four classes: 
Prem the fourth to the third, where he re- 
‘Ceives a pittance; thence into the second, 
with a higher rate of wages; and so into the

Aiberation, with choice of work for self or 
free colonists. Those degraded to the fifth

Spain adopted the penal colony system 
about the middle of the present century, 
when she came into possession of the Ba- 
learic Islands. Persons convicted of grave

I have practiced medicine during the last

Another fact which is not gener- 
ally commented upon is that tuberculosis 
is prevalent in the cities of Cuba, and I have 
been informed that many of the Spanish 
goldiers die from this disease, and not as 
much from yellow fever and dysentery as

Consular Agent at Hakeport, Me., 
found himself in a singular diplo- | 
matic position. He had just been no- 
tified by his Consul General that, re- 
Jations with the United States being termi- 
nated, he was to turn over the archives to 
the care of the local Consular Agent of 
nce, close his office, and depart. 
This may not appear difficult, in view of 
® fact that Hakeport is a seaboard village 
of two or three thousand inhabitants, 80 
much fallen away from its earlier brisk 
rade with the West Indies that neither the 
h nor French agent receives a call 
for official services half a dozen times ina 
year. So that for the little town—almost as 
far down East as it can be without tumbling 
into the British fisheries—one man, and he 
Anthony Smith, sufficed for both of the for- 
eign consulates. His fellow-townsmen had 
also obtained for him the appointment as 
United States postmaster. Thus he was a 
triple alliance himself, sustaining three flags 
at once, an international officeholder on 
whom the sun rarely, if ever, set. He was 
also, Incidentally, town clerk and a notary¢ 
public. 
This composite responsibility was taken 
seriously by Sefior Antonio, M. Antoine, or 
plain Anthony Smith.

His associates were 
all Spaniards; from them he soon learned 
their language and took on a proud and ro- 
mantic air not ill-suited to his tall figure, 
dark eyes, and promising mustache. After 
@ few years he was transferred to a similar 
establishment in Martinique, where, among 
Frenchmen, he acquired their speech and 
Assumed something of their gay and social 
character. 

The mustache, trained in Matanzas to a

was waxed into a cynical upward curve as 
if it laughed at the universe. |

KNAPP AND HIS ROLLER BOAT. 


He Is Going to Washington to See 
About Building a Ship Two 
Hundred Feet High. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 12.—Inventor Knapp of 
roller boat fame is going to Washington to 
try to make arrangements with the Ameri- 
can government to construct an enormous 
rolli boat for use as .a.troopship, the boat 
to be modeled something like the roller boat 
that has been seen in Toronto harbor. When 
the members of the Spanish Legation were 
in Toronto Sefior Du Bosc, the First Secre- 
tary, inspected the rolling boat there, and is 
said to have been favorably impressed with 
it. He advised Mr. Knapp to communicate 
with the Spanish Consul at Montreal with a 
view to opening up negotiations with the 
Spanish government for a boat, but Mr. 
Knapp preferred to deal with the American 
government. He says that he can build a 
roller boat 200 feet high in three months, and 
it would be an ideal troopship. 

“The boat I propose to build,” said Mr. 
Knapp, would be capable of carrying 30,000 


men, and would, of course, be much faster 


than any of the ordinary vessels at present 
running on the ocean. Drawing little wa- 
ter, such a boat could get close in shore and 
would not need to enter any particular port, 
but could land troops at any point on the 
shores of Cuba. The boat, too, would carry 
60,000 tons of freight, and could be usedasa 
coal boat. With 60,000 tons of coal on board 
the roller boat would be a moving coaling 
station for the fleet. Both ends of the boat 


could be armed with guns so that an enemy 


would be unable to capture it.“ 
Pending the result of his negotiations with 
Washington Mr. Knapp has postponed his 
intended trip down the lakes with the small 
roller boat built in Toronto last summer.—

Winslow Incident. 


Chicago, May 13.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—I hope Tue TrisuNsE will exert its 
influence in favor of the appointment of a 
court of inquiry to:fix the blame for the d‘s- 
abling of the torpedo boat Winslow in the 
fight off Cardenas. At the present moment, 
to risk one of these boats, with which we are 
so inadequately provided and of which Spain 
has an unusual number of the highest class, 
in a foolish skirmish with land batteries 
and gunboats, seems to indicate such a total 
lack of judgment as to call for the immediate 
dismissal from the service of the responsible 
officer. The commander of the boat says 
that he was acting under the orders of his 
superior officer, the Captain of the Wilming- 
ton, and perhaps the latter was acting under 
the orders of the flag officer of the blockading 
fleet. Whoever is responsible should be 
promptly brought to book and punished so 
severely that the experiment will not be re- 
peated. According to the press dispatches 
the boat was armed with nothing heavier 
than one-pounders. In a fight with ordnance 
such weapons are scarcely more serviceable 
than a long range Krag-Jorgensen. They 
can do no injury unless they hit a man, and 
their longer range hardly offsets the much 
more rapid fire of the hand weapon. The 
Winslow probably cost $100,000, and at this 
time it would be cheap at twice that money. 
If the accounts of the injuries it has sus- 
tained are even half truth it cannot be ready 
for service short of a month or two. It 
must be towed to a Northern port, perhaps 
to Newpost, where all our torpedo work is 
done, before the work of repairing it can even 
begin.

PIER IS NOVEL. 


Work on the State Street Bridge 
Unprecedented, _ 


Gives the World Some New En- 
Sineering Methods. 


GIRDS MASONRY WITH PILES. 


HICAGO has just carried to successful 
completion:on the State street bridge 
an engineering novelty that is at- 
tracting the attention of scientific 
journals throughout the country. 

Within the last month it has lifted up the 
great superstructure and put in virtually a 
new pier, utilizing the old pier, in the in- 
terest of economy, in a way never before 
attempted in the history of bridge building. 

The improvement is the device of J. E. 
Roemheld of the City Engineering depart- 
ment, under whose supervision the work has 
been done. The bridge is now said to be 
good for another fifteen years of service. 
The cost of the work done in the last month 
was about $9,000, and by carrying out Mr. 
Roemheld’s projett the city has saved about 


The work done on the State street bridge 


js the outcome of the refusal of the City 
Council to appropriate money for a new 
structure, as was requested, and it involves 
nothing less than an entire change in the 
principle of pier formation. 

The pier that has just been worked over 
was built in 1872 by the Keystone Bridge 
company, and consisted of masonry resting 
upon a foundation of piles. The present 
superstructure, however, was built in 1887, 
and the weakness that proved fatal to the 
dridge was due to the fact that the new 
euperstructure rested mainly on the cir- 
cumference of the pier, whereas, the first 
superstructure, for which the pier was built, 
rested almost exclusively on the center of 
the pier. 

This change in the disposition of the 
weight caused a marked settlement, so that 
when the work of repair was begun it was 
found that the pier had sunk twenty-seven 
inches out of plumb, dipping towards the 
north side. Of late this settlement has been 
most marked. It was said at the Engineer- 
ing department that the settlement has been 
about an inch a month since last August. 


Entire Bridge Moved North. 


One effect of this depression of the founda- 
tion has been to draw one end of the bridge 
from the land approach so that in the work 
of reconstruction it was necessary to move 
the entire bridge four inches to the north. 
Considering the weakness of the central pier 
and the bad connections at the land ap- 
proaches, the bridge has thus for many 
gnonths been a positive menace to traffic. 

The importance of repairing the structure 
will be seen from the fact that next to the 
Canal street bridge the State street bridge 
stands at the worst bend of the river, and is 
most exposed to injury from passing craft, 
about forty-five vessels passing this point 
every day, necessitating swinging the bridge 
over forty times every twenty-four hours, 

The problem that confronted the city en- 
gineers was to transform the old central- 
bearing pier into a new ¢circumference-bear- 
ing pier with the least interruption to traffic 
and the least expense to the city. The 
means finally adopted were as simple as 
they were unique. 7 

A row of fifty-foot piles was driven around 
the old pier at from twenty to thirty inches 
from the masonry. These were firmly 
clamped and fastened with steel cable. Then 
about six feet of masonry was taken from 
the top of the pier, and the broken stone was 
utilized to fill in the space between the en- 
circling piles and the old masonry... 

To accomplish this the superstructure 


had to be turned lengthwise of the river 


and jacked up on a forest of timber, so as to 
permit the pile drivers and masons to do 
their work. 

At the central point of the old pier, de- 
signed originally to carry the entire weight, 
an immense casting was placed. From this, 
radiating to the new circumference 
like the spokes of a wheel, were 
placed thirty-seven thirty-inch iron 
girders, fifteen feet long. These were 
securely bolted to the central cast- 
ing and so adjusted by the casing placed 
over the encircling piles as to form an ab- 
solutely level top or surface. 


One of the Difficulties. 


One of the greatest difficulties encountered 
was in adjusting and fitting these radiating 
girders. The amount of drilling and bolting 
necessary far exceeded that estimated by 
the civil engineers before the work was 
begun. Each separate plece had to be 
treated by itself, and the work was compli- 
cated by the presence of the great super- 
structure that was perched up on its tem- 
porary scaffolding above the workmen and 
Hable to be knocked off at any time by a 
passing vessel. 

The imminence of the danger may be 
gleaned from the fact that the top of the 
bridge, containing the heavy machinery 
for operating it, was fully seventy feet 


-above the point of support temporarily used. 


Several times during the progress of the 
work the bridge was struck by passing 
craft and made to careen five or six inches 


out of plumb. That the superstructure was 


not tipped over, with consequent fatalities 
to the workmen and great loss to the city, 
is a wonder. 

The radiating girders having been placed 
a new track for the support of the bridge 
was placed around the outer extremities. 
On this the cogs for operating the super- 
structure were replaced. The result was 
that when, a few days ago, the bridge was 
Jet down upon the new pier, 75 per cent of 
the weight of the superstructure was trans- 
ferred from the central point of support to 
the circumference formed by the circle of 
new piles, leaving only 25 per cent resting 
upon the old pier. 

Thus, at a minimum cost, the old pier has 
been transformed into a new one, incorpor- 
ating every principle necessary for the sup- 
port of the superstructure, such as has been 
at State street since 1887. The old masonry 
simply acts as a core for the new circie of 
piles, and, being relieved of 75 per cent of the 
load it formerly bore, there is no danger, it is 
said, of any further settlement. On the 
contrary, the masonry having stood where it 
is since 1872, and being in good condition 
barring settlement, it forms a safe mooring 
for the new pile circumference, which can- 
not break from it. 

The moving of the entire superstructure 
four inches north was effected simply by 

ng the cog track of the bridge in such 
a way on the pier as to produce this change, 


Old Superstructure Utilized. 

Barring the removal of a few yards of 
sidewalk and roadbed in the center of the 
bridge for the convenience of the workmen, 
the entire superstructure of the bridge as it 
stood before the work began has been pre- 
served, with the exception of the wheels on 
which the bridge turns. The sinking of the 
bridge out of plumb and the extent of its 
use had resulted in wearing these down two 
inches, so that it was found necessary to 
substitute an entire new set of wheels for 
the bridge to travel on. 

When the structure was thrown open to 
traffic a few days ago all these wheels had 
not arrived from the foundry; but it was 
deemed safe to put the structure on partial 
supports and not bar the public any longer 
from the privilege of using the bridge. 

In effecting the improvement many re- 
minders were found of a red letter day in 
Chicago history. The original bridge at 
State street was a wooden structure, built 
in 1864. This was burned in the great fire of 
1871, and in removing the piles from about 
the stone pier to enable the pile drivers to 
put in the new circumference many of the 
old wooden supports of the first 
charred by the fire of 1871. were extracted. 

The work of putting the State street bridge 
in a condition of safety was begun something 
over a month.ago, and has been pushed night 
and day by relay shifts of workmen ever 
since. The entire enterprise has been car- 
ried out by the city’s own force, with the 
exception of driving the piles. This had to 
be done by contractors, owing to the fact 
that the city has no facilities for such work.

Work Wholly Unprecedented. 


The importance of this bit of work,” ald 
Mr. Roemheld. apart from its saving to the 
city, is that it is absolutely unprecedented 
in bridge building. The novelty was the out- 
growth of necessity. It had long been 
known that the bridge was unsafe. The City 
Council was repeatedly asked for the ap- 
propriation of funds for a new structure. 
It was said, however, that the city had not 
the money necessary for such improvement, 
and that the Engineering department should 
repair the old bridge as best it could at a 
minimum cost. 

The work done is simply another in- 
stance of the old saying that necessity is 
the mother of invention. A new bridge 
would probably have cost between $30,000. 
and $40,000. The entire outlay in working 
over the old pler will be less than $9,000, 
and it is safe to say that the structure in its 
present condition will be good for at least. 
another fifteen years of constant service. 
„Several engineering journals having 
heard what the city was doing in the way of 
repairing the structure and knowing the 
novelty of its methods, have written for de- 
tails, and one New York journal has sent 4 
special representative to Chicago to get 
the facts of the work with a view to pubis © 
ing an exhaustive account of it. 
“The principle employed, as you will see, 
is simple enough, and the novelty consists 
in effectively utilizing an old pier, which 
many engineers would have deemed worth- 
less, as the core for a substantially new 
pier, consisting merely of a circle df wooden 
piles. In itself the new pile circumference 
would be wholly inadequate. With the old 
masonry pier as a core the encircling piles — 
are perfectly able to carry three-fourths of 
the weight of the superstructure.
